$1,000,000. Over half of the east- 
ern breakwater, in course of con- 
struction here, has been destroyed. 
The waves are still rolling over the 
western breakwater, but the storm is 
now abating. 

During the night the four-master 
Pendleton, with a cargo of piles, be- 
came waterlogged and was beached. 
The water front of the harbor is 
strewn with wreckage.

LBANY (N. Y.) Feb. 10.—The 
A biggest investigation ever planned 

by any State Legislature—a thor- 
ough investigation of New York City’s 
government—will be under way be- 
fore the middle of April, according to 
statements made by legislative lead- 
ers here tonight. 

The object of the investigation will 
be twofold: To probe the city’s 
finances, and to suggest remedial leg- 
islation which will tend to lessen the 
cost of government in New York City. 

The programme as outlined by a 
prominent legislator is as follows: 

A committee of fifteen consisting of 
five men skilled in budget making and 
in city administration and ten legis- 
lators will be created by a concurrent 
resolution to be introduced in the 
Senate within the next few weeks by 
a New York representative. Five of 
the committee will be appointed by 
the Governor, five by the Senate and 
five by the Assembly. 

An appropriation of $25,000 will be 
asked for to enable the committee to 
do its work. Every department of the 
city government will be examined te. 
see how economies can be effected. 
Hearings will be held-in New York 
City and administrative officers, from 
Mayor Mitchel down to his humblest 
appointee, will be called as witnesses. 
Every cog in the municipal govern- 
ment will be examined carefully. 

The investigation is said to be 
fostered by the real estate and busi- 
ness interests of New York City, who 
fear that as things are running now, 
it will be only a short time before the 
city is plunged into bankruptcy.

GERMANS AND RUSSIANS 
BOTH USING BAYONETS. 


Battle Without Precedent in History Described on 
Galician Side of Tukholka Pass, Where Invaders 
Were Finally Forced Back by an Enfilading Fire. 
Slavs Make Important Advance on Vistula. 


10.—Under mid- 
winter conditions, the Russian 
and Austro-German armies are 

fighting another series of battles for 
possession of the Carpathian paases, 
which will decide whether the Rus- 
sian troops will commence another 
invasion of Hungary or be compelled 
to evacuate part of Galicia, as they 
have done Bukowina. 
The Russians have issued two of- 
ficial reports of the operations, ac- 
cording to which they have thus far 
had all the better of the § fighting. 
Their right wing, at any rate, has 
succeeded in crossing the mountains, 
for it has been engaged in a battle 
near Bartfeld and Svidnik, which are 
on the Hungarian side of the Car- 
pathians and on the edge of the plains 
which sweep down to Budapest. 

This army, too, threatens the rear 
of the Austro-Germans, who, having 
entered Lupkow Pass to the east, 
have suffered severe losses in a bat- 
tle with another Russian force which 
was walting for them there.

the love-making that ended in their 
marriage. 

The case is of forty-two-centimeter 
interest at this time, as Mr. Breiting 
is the owner of the steamship Dacia, 
that promises to create a grave issué 
between the United States and Eng-. 
land. 

Kleist declared Miss Breitung had 
held his hand before he ever at- 
tempted to hold hers. This rendered 
him “speechiess,” he said. 

Kleist further sald Miss Breitung 
was the first to ask for a kiss, which 
he imprinted on her cheek, and then 
she proposed that he marry her. And 
then he said he never drank or 
until she taught 
him. This evidence was brought out 
im the cross-examination conducted by 
Delancey Nicoll. 

Kleist, a Michigan farmer bey, who 
afterward became a gardener and 
chauffeur, apparently took delight in 
telling of his romance and his utter- 
ances at times provoked laughter, 
Judge Hand himself concealing his 
mirth with his handkerchief. 

Kleist told of his first interview with 
Mr. Breitung and Mre. Brettung after 
the marriage, at which time he was 
wearing socks he said his wife gave 
him. He also had a diamond pin at 
home which she had given him, he 
said. 

“Did you tell Mr. Breitung that you 
had on his socks and had his pin at 
home?”

THIRTY MILLION DOLLARS.

B The pending loan of $30,000,000 to 
Bulgaria by German and Austrian 
bankers, announcement of which was 
made Monday, is said by the Cologne 
Gazette to have been arranged under 
the auspices of the Berliner Disconto 
Gesselschaft.

FILIBUSTERS WIN 
AN ADJOURN MENT.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Repub- 
lican and Democratic Senators who 
oppose the government ship-purchase 
bill, aided by Senators Norris and 
Kenyon, Progressive Republicans, who 
have stood by the bill, forced an ad- 
journment tonight of the longest con- 
tinuous session in the history of the 
Senate, and made more uncertain than 
ever the fate of the measure, whicna 
the administration has so urgently 
pressed upon Congress. 
Upon the adjournment, after fifty- 
four hours and eleven minutes of con- 
tinuous debate, leading members of 
both houses of Congress conceded that 
an extra session, to be called soon 
after March 4, seemed inevitable. 
There were some, however, who still 
hoped that there yet might be time 
to dispose of appropriation bills and 
the ship-purchase measure in some 
form before adjournment.

COUNT BONI 4OSES. 


Rota Tribunal Hejccts His Suit for 

Annulment of Hig Marriage to An- 

na Gould. 

[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, P.1 

PARIS, Feb. 10.—The Rota 
Tribunal has rejected Count Boni de 
Castellane’s guit for annulment of his 
marriage to Anna Gould, now the 
Duchess of Talleyrand, according to a 
special dispatch from Rome. Argu- 
ments in the third trial of the case 
were closed yesterday, after- which 
the court announced its decision. 

Count de Castellane’s appeal to the 
Vatican courts for the annulment of 
his marriage to Anna Gould has been 
pending since 1910. Under the ecclesi- 
astic judicial system, before a relig- 
lous marriage is annulled the case 
must be hear@ three times by the 
Rota Tribunal, each time by three 
different judges, and two decisions 
must favor a contestant before the 
judgment is final. In the Castellane 
case the present Duchess of Talley- 
rand has won two of these decisions. 

If the Count had been successful 
in obtaining annulment of the relig- 
ious marriage he would have been en- 
abled to marry again. Under the 
French law he would have obtained 
possession of their three children, 
who were given into the custody of 
their mother when she obtained a 
divorce in the Paris courts on Novem- 
ber 14, 1906. 
De Castellane based his petition 
largely on affidavits made by Prince 
del Drago and Jean de Castellane, the 
Count’s brother, who declared the 
then Miss Gould invalidated the re- 
ligious marriage by declaring to them 
a quarter of an hour before the cere- 
mony was performed that she intend- 
ed to divorce her husband if ever he 
were unfaithful to her. 
Anna Gould, daughter of the late 
Jay Gould, was married to Count de 
Castellane in New York City on 
March 4, 1895. After her divorce 
from him she married Prince Helle de 
Sagan on July 7, 1908, and became 
the Duchess of Talleyrand when her 
husband succeeded to the title upon 
the death of his father in Paris, Feb- 
ruary 21, 1910.

"The dinner was given aboard the 
Presidential yacht Mayflower, and 
Baron Chinda spoke in reply to 
speeches by Secretaries Daniels and 
Bryan, in which they expressed 
friendship for Japan and confidence 
in her hope for a continuance of 
ew relations with the United 


The Ambassador said he was 
thankful for the expression of the 
Secretaries, and indorsed fully their 
hopes for the continuance of good 
will and friendly relations. That their 
Pledges of friendship should have 
been made aboard a man-of-war, dhe 
seid, added significance. That a war- 
ship should be made a peacemaker, 
he added, made him “feel deeper.” 
Secretary Daniels introduced Ad- 
miral Dewa with an address in which 
he sald the United States, as always, 
was desirous of making Japan a good 
neighbor and friend. Admiral Dewa. 
speaking through his aide, replied 
with similar expressions. 

Secretary Bryan said he hoped all 
citizens and even officers of the navy 
would be willing to give their lives 
for their country, if necessary, yet he 
thought it proper that every person 
employ means for peace. 
“Experience makes us pray,” he 
said, “for times when all questions 
will be submitted to reason and not 
force for settlement.” 
He said America’s faith in Japan's 
spirit of peace never had been shak- 
en and that her desire and honesty of 
purpose to live with the United States 
as a friendly neighbor was never 
questioned. 
Mr. Bryan asked Admiral Dewa t 
take home the thought that the Unit. 
States entertained the most 
friendly feeling for the government 
and country across the Pacific. He 
complimented Baron Chinda for the 
faithful and full reports he had sub- 
mitted as Ambassador, and said that 
the two nations had given each other 
the best diplomats they had. 
DEWA’'S ADDRESS. 
Admiral Dewa’s address, read by 
Lieutesmant-Commander Uyeda, fol- 
lows in part: 
“The navies of our two nations 
have, when I come to think of it, very 
intimate relations. It is already a 
stale tale that Commodore Perry was 
the first to knock at the rusty portal 
of old Japan and that the introduc- 
tion of my country to the world en- 
sued. 
“We look back with pleasant re- 
membrances to the time when the 
commodore, with that iron will es- 
sential to the soldier and that sense 
of justice and righteousness on which 
the very foundation of this great re- 
public rest, lent a guiding hand to my 
country through moments of doubt and 
uncertainty in her vemture on the in- 
ternational seas. 
“It would be idle now to dwell up- 
on the enormous spiritual and ma- 
terial influence ever since exercised 
upon Japan by this great and friend- 
ly republic. I would just call your 
attention to the fact that the first 
student sent abroad by our navy came 
to the United States. It is my exceed- 
ing joy to be able to say to you-——per- 
haps you know well—that several col- 
leagues of mine once had their educa- 
tion in this country and that they, oc- 
cupying important positions, have 
rendered a great service to the de- 
velopment of our navy. 
“Gentlemen, I am only stating a 
fact when I say that the United States 
navy stands foremost in the world 
in many respects. Indeed, the fact 
that you are not held in by the resns 
of conventionality, but have ever suc- 
cessfully leaped to lofty aiming points 
merits the admiration of everybody. 
But the greatest thing I find In your 
navy to admire is that it stands for 
peace.”

The 
Budget Committee of the Duma in its 
estimates for 1915 placed the revenues 
at $1,566,000,000; expenditures, 
$1,846,000,000; extraordinary expen- 
ditures, $67,000,000, 

After the vote in the Council, one 
of the members, P. M. de Kauffmann, 
declared in the name of all the groups 
that whatever sacrifices were de- 
manded by the war should be carried 
out to the end. This declaration was 
received by all the members of the 
Council with shouts of approbation. 
The Council of the Empire adopted 
various resolutions, recognizing the 
necessity of urgent measures re- 
lating to: 

(1.) The development of the pro- 
ductive resources of the country and 
their liberation from the pressure of 
foreign industries. 

(2.) The protection of national ag- 
riculture, conjointly with the elabora- 
tion of the bases of Russia's policy 
relating to international commerce. 
(3.) Revision of the whole system 
of duties, with the object of a more 
equitable imposition of such duties. 
(4.) Action with reference to 
landed property of German and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian immigrants. 

(5.) The employment of prisoners 
of war in enterprises of public utility, 
separating as far as possible the Slav 
prisoners and placing them in special 
groups, part of whom might be able 
to do agricultural work on the estates 
of private land owners. 

(6.) A rigorous investigation into 
all acts of crime and acts of violence 
and contraventions of international 
law by the troops and agents of the 
adversary powers and the establish- 
ment of the amoynt of damages 
caused by these. 


FRENCH DENOUNCE 
GERMAN ATTACK. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, P.] 
PARIS, Feb. 10.-—-The French gov- 
ernment made public today the result 
of the inquiry ordered by the Minister 


of Marine into the torpedoing of the 
French merchantman, Admiral Gan- 
teaume, on October 26, 1914, and gave 
to representatives in Paris of the neu- 
tral powers copies of the memoran- 
dum. The vessel when struck by a 
torpedo fired by a German submarine 
had on board 2600 refugees from Bel- 
gian and French coast towns. 

The report says that the attack 
was committed by a German subdDma- 
rine which did not show its colors, 
and did not stop.or give warning. It 
asserts that the attack was made on 
an undefended merchantman carrfry- 
ing women and children and old men 
who were refugees. The attack, it is 
contended, was without military or 
naval utility or strategy, and was 
only “the murder of inoffensive tndi- 
viduals.” The report scores the meth- 
oda of the German submarines and 
says the government of the republic 
believes it is acting in the common in- 
terests of the civilized world in bring- 


bing the facts to the attention of the 


other governments.

WATER IS PURE, 
SAYS EXPERT. 


“Safe, Potable and Free from 
Water-borne Discase.” 


His Tests also Show Haiwee 
is Barrier to Disease. 


Conclusions Based on Series 
of Examinations. 


Water furnished the city of Los An- 
geles through the aqueduct is safe, 
potable and free from water-borne 
disease. This is the assertion of Car! 
Wilson of Smith, Emery & Co. on the 
witness stand yesterday in the case of 
H.. A. Hart against the municipality. 
Mr. Wilson thus summed up his con- 
clusions resulting from investigation 
of the sources of the water, the aque- 
duct system anid approximately 200 
carefully-analyzed samples of water 
taken from various points. 

Tests made by him of water taken 
from service taps in city residences 
show low bacteria count and in twen- 


ty-one of twenty-four samples absence 
of bacillus coli, purer water than the 


require. 

Hesults of Mr. Wilson's testa also 
supported the assertion of Mr. Mul- 
holland and a major contention by 
the city’s attorneys that the big Hai- 
wee reservoir constitutes an effective 
barrier to whatever germs or con- 
tamination may be introduced into the 
Water tn Owens River Valley. 

Six samples of water taken by him 
at the Haiwee influent showed re- 
spectively bacterial count of 105, 170, 
2100, 2100, 1800 and 1700. Three of 
these samples showed the presence of 
bacillus coli. Tests of six samples 
taken at the Haiwee effluent showed 
lower bacterial count, and all six were 
negative as to bacillus coli. Samples 
taken further up at the aqueduct in- 
take revealed higher bacterial count 
than at the Haiwee influent. 

The witness stated that the “evi- 
dence is very conclusive that Haiwee 
reservoir is thoroughly efficient as a 
purifying agent, for it has removed 
all evidence of contamination as 
— by the presence of bacillus 
coli,” 

Mr. Wilson said that the likelihood 
of any pathogenic bacteria getting in- 
to the reservoir at all is very remote 
and that mo such bacteria could live 
long enough to get through the res- 
ervolr. 

He stated that Fairmont and Dry 
Canyon reservoirs, while smaller, are 
situated so that they cannot be con- 
taminated and afford an additional 
safeguard. 

Referring to the effluent from the 
Bishop septic tank, he said that no 
pathogenic bacteria would reach 
Owens River after passing through the 
nine miles of stream and ponds inter- 
vening. 

Cross-examination of the witness 
Was begun tate yesterday afternoon. 
He will be followed on the stand bv 
other bacteriologists, chemists and 


sanitary engineers. The trial will 
probably require at least a week more.

HELP “MOVIE” 


PEOPLE 


OR LOSE BIG INDUSTRY. 


EPLORING the general attitude 
D of city and eounty officials to put 

obstacles In the way of an industry 
that annually spends $5,000,000 in this 
city, the directors of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers Association took 
the initiative yesterday In a campaign 
to effect a better understanding be- 
tween motion-picture concerns and 
public officials. 

By resolution, Secretary Zeehande 
laar was directed to make an investi 
gation of the motion-picture film bust 
ness and its relations to the business 
life of the city and also to determine 
means by which a more thorough co- 
operation may be effected between the 
companies and public officials. 
Though various companies have 
complained to the association that 
they have been at times excluded from 
the public parks and their work other- 
wise interfered with, matters really 
came to a head when ![t became known 
that two companies are contemplating 
moving their plants to other places 
where, as their officials stated it, more 
encouragement and courtesy may be 
shown them. 

The resolutions in full of the asso- 
clation's directorate follow: 

Whereas, the moving-picture film 
industry has become a most important 
factor of our commercial activity, with 
an expenditure conservatively esti- 


mated at $5,000,000 per year for sal-° 


aries and supplies, and employing over 
25.000 people in this city: and 
Whereas, aside from the financial 
advantages connected with this indus- 
try, Los Angeles derives a tremendous 
advertising feature by having our 
scenic beauties and climatic advant- 
ages depicted in the pictures that are 
seen by the theater-going public 
throughout the United States; and 
Whereas, complaints have reached 
this association that city and county 
officials have frequentiv§ interfered 
with the preparation for pictures to 
such an extent thiat some of the mov- 
ing-picture film companies intended 
to move their plants to other places 
where more encouragement and cour- 
tesy may be shown them: therefore 
Be it resolved, by the board of di- 
rectors of the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers Association, that we deplore 
the attitude of those offictals in plac- 
ing obstacles in the way of an indus- 
try that is so advantageous to this 
city and county; and 
Be it further resolved, that the sec- 
retary of this association be hereby 
directed to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the moving-picture film tin- 
dustry in this city, obtaining all the 
necessary data as to the amount in- 
vested in land and buildings, the num- 
ber of people employed, the wages 
paid and the supplies required and 
also to what extent a better under- 
standing and co-operation may be ef- 
fected between those companies and 
the public officials.

CHARGES IMPORTANT. 


“Our wide range of experience has 
taught us that we must not figurative- 
ly, but in reality and literally, awaken 
these girls and women to their im- 
portant place in the scheme of social 
evolution,” Mrs. Stoddard declared in 
her interesting report. ‘“‘They must be 
convinced that they are useful mem- 
bers of society, This is accomplished 
through direct appea! to their spiritual 
nature in conitunction with IiInstruc- 
tion as to morality and that necessary, 
but woefully-lacking knowledge, or 
principles of hygienic sanitation. 

“This greater purpose too often 
awakens onlv through the hours of 
travail and the realization of mother- 
hood, but once this perception reaches 
fits full flower of consciousness no 
earthiy power is great enough to sep- 
arate the mother and the soul in- 
carnate of the new-born babe. 

“Such women as these are better 
members of society than those whose 
hypocrisy and condemnation would 
Place the stigma of the unfortunate 
upon them. ‘Let those without sin 
cast the first stone.” In proportion to 
the number and nature of the cases 
handied in the home, those who vol- 
untarily permit themselves to sink in- 
to that social alyss of moral destruc- 
tion is very small. This fact alone cone 
clusively demonstrates that this insti- 
tution rests upon a solid foundation 
of concrete usefulness to the com- 
munity and to society at large. 

“Not alone to this class of unwed 
mothers does the welcome of the Flor- 
ence Crittenton Home extend, but to 
the deserted mothers and their chil- 
dren: also many Wives whose husbands 
could not afford to pay the regular 
fee required. At this point I would

He whose morbid notion of good and 
bad are somewhat distorted from their 
limited environment and conceptions 
that the Florence Crittenton Home 
does not turn any needy woman away 
from its doors, and they are always 
open to the needy. But it must be 
clearly understood that we do not 
solicit nor care for the class known as 
the prostitutes, for the simple reason 
that that class follow their inclinations 
and desires an dare capable of caring 
for themselves—in fact, they do not 
need our care, nor do they endeavor 
to place themselves under our super- 
vision. 

“I merely mention this phase of the 
social] problem for the reason I have 
had so many inquiries and so much 
contention as to the class of girls and 
women whom we have assisted. I 
think it is only just that we endeavor 
to inform the good people who have 
#0 willingly given us their moral and 
financial support as to the conditions 
which called for their confidence.”

BOER GENERAL 
TAKEN TO COURT. 


CHARGED 
WITH VEOLATION OF 
NEUTRALITY. 


Gen. B. J. Viljoen, one of the pic- 
turesque and able leaders in the Boer 
War, was taken into custody yester- 
day on a charge involving an alleged 
violation of neutrality. He gave $3500 
bond before United States Commis- 
sioner Williame. 

The specific charge against Gen. 
Viljoen is that last December he con- 
spired with Gen. Baltazar Aviles, 
Charlies Guzman, Geronimo Sandoval, 
Francisco Hyon, Ventura Palacio, 
Walter K. Bowker and Ignacio de 
Leone to enlist soldiers on the Amer- 
ican side of the boundary line for a 
projected uprising against the authori- 
ty of Gen. Cantu, Military Governor of 
Lower California 

Tt is also alleged that the various 
defendants were concerned in having 
sent to San Diego a lot of munitions 
of war, dynamite, etc., in furtherance 
of the conspiracy against constituted 
authority in Mexico. 

Gen. Viljoen is tn extremely poor 
health, and he responded to the call 
of the Federal authorities against the 
advice of his physician, who accom- 
panied him to the Federal building 
and saw that he was taken home with- 
out any unpleasant physical effects. 
Gen. Viljoen expressed his entire 
ability to disprove the charges against 
him when given an opportunity in 
court. For some years he has been 
living In retirement, believing that a 
career so crowded with activity and 
embracing such hard service as was 
his portion when he joined the em- 
battled Roer farmers in their uprising 
against royal authority, and was sec- 
ond in command of the Army of the 
Transvaal, had earned for him a sea-

TO SEE LOVETT. 


President Mohler is Optimistic in 
Interview Regarding Financial 
Conditions and Says War Cannot 
but Help American Securities. 
Results of His Trip Herc’ 


“The business world is like a ty- 
phoid fever victim; it is making a 
slow recovery.” said A. lL. Mohler, 
president of the Union Pacific, yester- 
day, on his arrival here for a consulta- 
tion with R. 8S. Lovett, chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the road. 
“But we Americans,” Mr. Mohler 
continued, “are always 580 anxious 
to see things done in haste that we are 
disappointed if the victim doesn't get 
out of bed the second day after he 
takes a turn for the better. So, we 


are likewise impatient when business 
depression doesn’t turn into prosperity 
over night. But it will come, for 
things are looking up.” 

Regarding the railroad outlook, Mr. 
Mohler made the observation that if 
the good deserve special privileges, 
then the common carriers should get 
more than their share, for, as he 
phrased it, “the railroads are now the 
most law-abiding bodies we have 
among us.” 

“Seriously,”’ said Mr. Mohler, ‘there 
has come a great change in the rela- 
tions between the people as a unit 
and the common carriers in the past 
ten years. For one thing, the old idea 
has passed that the railroads can be 
chastised at will and the people them- 
selves won't suffer. 
“Why,” said the head of the Union 
Pacific, emphatically, “a railroad pres- 
ident is merely the hired man of a 
certain number of the people, while 
labor, capital, agriculture and the rail- 
roads are so interdependent that what

Cartisie Indian School Graduate is 
Acquitted of Stealing Rifle—In Jail 
Four Months. 

Patrick Miguel, a graduute of the 
Carlisle Indian School, and known on 
the Yuma Indian Reservation as the 
“Medicine Man” of the tribe, was in 
the United States District Court yes- 
terday, for trial on the charge of lar- 
ceny from the bakery on the reserva- 
tion, but after consultation, the case 
against him was dismissed. 

Miguel was charged with stealing 
a rifle, the property of the govern- 
ment, and a score of Indians had been 
summoned to give their testimony. 
The accused had been in the County 
Jail nearly four months. Miguel is 
the best educated among the red 
men and is looked upon as a leader 
with them. He has been connected 
with a number of the exciting inci- 
dents of life on the reservation of late 
vears, and was a witness in the case 
involving the murder of Indian Agent 
W. H. Stanley, at the council-house, 
in May, 1912, by Ambrosio Apapas; 
the latter now undergoing a ten-year 
sentence at McNeil’s Island.

BAKERSFIELD MAYOR DIES. | 


Death Follows Operation of Ten 


Days Ago—First Executive of Con- 

solidated Towns. 

(BY a. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 10.—Willlam 
V. Matiack, Mayor of Bakersfield, died 
this morning following an illness from 
cancer of the liver. He underwent an 
operation ten days ago for appendici- 
tis, which revealed him to be suffering 
from another malady. He was con- 
scious to the end. 

Mr. Matlack was born in Philadel- 
Phia in 1859, and came to Bakersfield 
about thirty years ago. He was 
of the Southern Pacific here for fif- 
teen years, and served several terms 
as Trustee of East Bakersfield. In 
1910 he became the first Mayor of the 
consolidated cities of Bakersfield and 
East Bakersfield, and in 1911 was re- 
elected for the four-year term. He left 
railroading to become cashier of the 
Security Trust Company and was sec- 
retary of the Bakersfield clearinghouse, 
since its inception three years ago. 

Mayor Matlack leaves a widow and 
five daughters. The funeral arrange- 
ments have not been made.

ASKS HUNDRED THOUSAND. 

HURT IN ELEVATOR’S FALL. 

Kemper B. Campbell, attorney, 
who wag injured when the elevator at 
the Tajo building collapsed November 
24, 1914, filed suit yesterday for §$109.,- 
242.60 against Simona Bradbury, owner 
of the building, an incompetent, and 
Lewis and Louisa Bradbury, guardians 
of her estate and person. Of this 
amount $25,000 are exemplary dam- 
ages. 

Mr. Campbell is an instructor in the 
U.S.C. College of Law at the Tajo 
building. He was one of many who 
entered the elevator cage to descend 
to the street after a lecture. He 
charges that the elevator cage was 
overloaded and that the owner had 
failed to provide safety appliances and 
a bumper. Gross regiigence and 
wrongful acts are alleged. His in- 
juries chiefly relate to his feet and his 
spine.

EXPERT TO DETERMINE MIT. 
Scientific facts tn diepute in the 

trial of the suit of Mrs. May K. Rindge 
against the Crags Land Company, to 
enjoin the latter from using water 
claimed by Mrs. Rindge for the great 
Malibu ranch, wil! be submitted to 
Prof. Charlies 8. Slichter of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. The proposition 
was made by the defendant in con- 
nection with the velocity of the under- 
ground flow of water through the 
gravel beds in Trunfo Creek, the beds 
lying between the Crags Country Club 
dam and the Malibu ranch, and ac- 
cepted by the attorneys for Mrs. 
Rindge. 

If the question which is now an 
issue in the suit has to be finally de- 
termined, Prof. Slichter will come to 
Los Angeles and make a scientific ex- 
amination of the gravel beds. He is 
an authority along this line. The 
ugreement, if carried out. will cut 
short the trial which began before 
Judge Finlayson October 30.
